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WO MAX'S MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 

A mew movement, under the name of the 
Woman’a MuioaJ Aid Association, waa origin* - 
led in (hi* city last week at a meeting held tor 
that purpose m Plympton Bail ding. Mia. Ncr- 
*on gave her viewa upon the need of such an 
Association, and what it might cochin pi iab, bnt 
declared abe would hold no office, but would do 
gladly any work it might put npon her. Rhe 
aaid, r/i reported in the World : 

With Infinite labor and a good deal of risk — only tbe 
risk oi my good name, however— I b*v* taken npon my 
aeU recently the taak of going to houaee of proetttuUon 
where r or I could gain admittance, for the purpose of 
learning from the Up* of unfortunate* themselves lb* 
caueee of wkp they were there. 7Yu*br.g to my knowledge 
of human nature, aa aeen In the fare, and that eubtle 
aotnrthing by wblrb we detect a link wan Una to make a 
•dory good, and at the aame time the probable motive 
for It* mnlaelon, I waa aure of arriving at aometblnc 
like a definite conclusion aa to whether my theory on 
tbl* eotynct had any foundation in flirt, or enough upon 
which to base a broad principle ; and 1 secure you that 
nine tenth a of all the women whom I have reaobed tbo* 
ftw wer- Impelled to that.- mode of lire by the very cause* 
that could be largely obviated through an aaanrlattoo 
for mutual aid among women. Men secure themselves 
In thla way ; women never ; and I contend that what ta 
good for men la good for women also Witnee* their 
Christian aaeortaUone, their Hub*, thetr aoctettea, and 
Wat. hot not least, the Free Mason*, who never permit 
any one of their •* brotheia *' to auffrr or l»©g, or oom 
rolt crime lor want of the dollar : or. alii] better, tbe 
graap of iriendsblp at the rtgbt time. And that reminds 
me (bat an aaaociation of this kind wnold contain within 
itself the possibility, and the probability, of something 
more than mere material aid. It* leg bound together by 
mutual Interests, financially, women would be lea* 
likely to add the lata) word ot reproach or condemnation 
which ap often constitute* the - W*t feather that broke 
fhe camel's back ” This wall comes to my ears from 
every pair of lips that tells their story, " All lb* women 
talked about me so." All the women talked about mean 
—that sentence paint* the picture, neither eaaggeratod 
nor overdrawn, ol a woman bnnled to death by the 
hissing tongue* of her own sea Mrs Norton said sh* 
had been down to the working women’s home, and U»al 
lh ' working girls had been disposed to listen to her 
plan, am] Mrs. Field ol that Institution, had consented 
to allow her to nae her name as President of the new 
association. In brief, it was to be simply a woman's 
organisation, on the aame plan aa the Young Men * 
Christian Association, to help those of her *• y whenever 
and wherever they needed help . to create a lund by tb* 
working women ibemaclvea, out of which they should 
be supported when sick or out of a all nation The 
Hoard of Health, too, promised to al l the enterprise 
Remarks were made by other* present, approving ol tb« 
plan, and after adopting a preamble and < tonal nation 
which Mrs Norton had drawn up, Uie aeaoclaUon ad 
Jou riled for two weoka, when It will again mecl to elect 
olficrra.

raJigioua. They ere trained in household work 
for domestic service. Although in the result* 
there are some disappointments, there are man y 
cucoumguoraota. The disappointment* chiefly 
arise from the failure of the girie to oome np to 
the ideal even of a tolerable servant in ■ subor- 
dinate situation. Bnt this is no wonder con- 
sidering the material presented to work upon - 
girls ill-fed and often delicate, ignorant and 
otamay -handed. “ On the other hand, " Mrs. 

Butler saya, " it la surprising bow apt aotne arc 
to learn ; bow willing, and hew susceptible of 
general moral elevation. Even the moat un- 
promising sometimes succeed better in s second 
or third situation when they have been dismissed 
for m competence from the first The many and 
oontinuad applications which we receive for ser- 
vants from the Home afford the best proof per- | 
haps that our girl* do frequently approve them- 
aelvee in aervioe. Wo have to thank many mis- i 
treaaea end masters of households for their 
kindness to our girls whom they have taken 
into their service. * * Those who go ont to 
aervioe are always encouraged to spend their 
holidays at the Home, especially thoae who 
hgve no friends, so that they may be kept from 
getting into bad oompany. Forty-two girls 
have been admitted into the Home since Sep- 
tember, 1868, making, with those who were in 
(lie Home at that time, a total of 56. Many 
kind gifts and eabaoriptions and donation* in 
aupport of the Home are acknowledged. The 
principal remunerative employment* of thr 
girls are washing and envelope- making. £134 
10a. 10d. were thus earned last year. Better ac- 
commodation for washing having been jus l pro 
vided by a friend, it la expected that this item 
will be much larger next y ear. The girie are 

kept for rnx months, and unless they particu- 
larly desire to remain longer, are then pi oed 
out at service. A letter to the matron, from 
one of the girls, and other ipatanoes of their 
grateful appreciation ot the value of the Home 
are recorded. 

1 have given you these particulars of Mrs. 
Butler’s Industrial Home a* I know that the 
problem bow to obtain suitable domes. ic aer. 
vants ia even more pressing with yon than it is 
with ua. Rueb an effort a* this points to a solu- 
tion of it *t oar very door* and ot the probable 
tenons at the same lime of those girls from 
depth* of sorrow and misery lower than the 
lowest deep of poverty.

Momndo of John Ort jr of TXiafcm. by Ma Dough, 
lor, Joorphm* K. BtdJrr griittborgk, 1888. Tbie 
is a most interesting and valuable work- Mr 
Grey was born in 1785. and died about two 
years ago. He was so extensive agriculturist 
and administrator of lauded property in the 
north of Eagland. where he will long be re- 
membered “ not merely aa a warm-beared 
neighbor and an upright and kindly master, 
hut aa the fervid opponent of every torm of so- 
cial wrong. the strenuous and powerful advo 
oat* and promoter of every useful public move- 
ment. He was a staunch Liberal id days when 
liberal principles were regarded a* little short of 
treason, and all bis life valiantly upheld the 
right and promoted reform in all matter*, 
whether moral, social, or political. He wm 
an enterprising, scientific agriculturist, and 
loved bri nailing with enthusiasm Amidst the 
many refertneea to the social and political ques- 
tions of the day, "Mrs. Butler sketches, with s 
daughter'* affectionate pride," say* a reviewer, 
"her father’s personal characteristic*— (be tall, 
fine figure, and comely, hot swarthy counten- 
ance, wbioh, in his youth, got him the name of 
the Black Prince ot tbs North ; the physical 
energy which he retained to the end of bia life 
and which made him known in tbs bunting- 
field aa a bold and skilful rider, even at the age 
of seventy -sigh I , bis kindly relations to his 
family and bia servants , the literary tastes 
which be cultivated, even in the midst of hi* 
huaj life, but for which he found more leisure 
in the few quiet year* which remained to him 
after hi* retirement from bia stewardship in 
1863 ; above all, hi* pore and lofty character. 
Hi* family waa a large one and widely scattered, 
and the volume oontain* numerous letters from 
sbeeot nieces, daughter*, and son* in-law " 

1 must conclude th«* notice srith Mr* Bu<- 
ler'a description of the borne of her childhood : 
"Onr home at Rilston era* s very benotiful one. 
Its romantic historical association* [ft was 
olose to the rnioa of a castle of an ancient bor- 
der chieftain). the wild, infernal, beauty all 
round its door*, tbe bright, large family circle, 
and the kind and hospitable character of its 
master and mistress, made it a very attractive 
place to many friend* and gue«ta. Among cut 
pleasantest visitors there were Rwadea. Rnasians 
and French, who came to Rng'and on missions 
of agricultural or other inquiry, end who some- 
times spent week* with oa It we* * bouse the 
door of which stood wide open, aa if to wel- 
come all comers through the live-long summer 
day (all the days eeem like summer days 
when looking back). It was s place where one 
could glide o«t ol a lower window and be hid 
den in a moment, plunging straight among sold 
wood patba and beds of ferns, or finding one- 
self quickly in some cool concealment, beneath 
slender lurch trees, or by the dry bed of a 
mountain stream. It waa s place where the 
sweet, bursting sound* of waterfalls, and dear 
streams, murmuring over shallows, were heard

not to bear with pntienoe wbnt mu} seem to ns 
of questionable soundness and wisdom in the 
utterances of these friends, who, I feel sore, 
are striving, as we are. to work out of darkness 
and into light ? 

For myself, I should greatly rejoice if we 
might have the Huffrage first and speedily ; and 
when It (a settled in the public feeling that 
mothers and daughters have the same right and 
interest in the government ol their country, 
and duty towards it, that father* anrl sons have. 
1 should have great hope that the legislation 
that would come from their united wisdom 
would be such ns to command the assent and 
the respect of all virtuous minds. 

But the whole question of the true relation 
ol tbe sexes to each other is so intimately con- 
nected with that of Woman Huff rage that it is 
probably hope lest, to attempt to separate them 
entirely now, and we who would gladly wait 
that peaceful evolution of affairs, during which 
many a hobgoblin of difficulty and prejudice 
would diaappear to be seen no more, must be 
compelled, 1 fear, to grapple with fees withia 
and foes without, to the rending of our very 
souls. 

Nevertheless, if we, w"ho believe that a true 
Christian republic can never be built npon the 
l>Nsin of an aristocracy of manhood, that tbe 
mother element is a* neoe«sary in the state as 
in the family, will ahide by our convictions and 
• ill work for them, turning neither to the right 
hand nor to the left, being carafe) of the purity 
of our own souls and tolerant towards out fel- 
low-workers. whatever their convictions, may 
we not hope for a speedy triumph of the right 
and the beginning of a new day. even the day 
of righteousness and peace? 

It is in this faith and hope that I am yotir 
sincere friend and fellow -worker.
